ACTIVE IN HOWE’S WARD. 





Several Meetings of Both Fac- 
tions Are Planned for 
Next Week. 


I. Joel Wilson, the anti-Howe candi- 
date fur the House of Delegates in the 
Twenty-seventh ‘Ward, is opening his 
cumpaign on a platform favoring 5 be 
cent street fare and 80-cent gas. 
Opposition to an elevated railway con- 
Stitutes another plank in his platform. 

The anti-Howe leaders sav that Wil- 
son will win in the Twenty-seventh 
Ward, and that they will go to the con- 
Vention and demand that 3-cent street 
car fare and 80-cent gas planks be put 
in the city platform. If the anti-Howe 
crowd wins, and plans which are now 
under way are carried out, they say a 
3-cent street car fare and cheap gas will 
be the issues upon which they will meet 
the Democrats in the spring campaign. 

There will be a meeting of the anti- 
Howe following in the Twenty-seventh 
Ward next week at which a stand will 
be taken on these matters. The 3-cent 
car fare issue may come up for discus- 
Sion Monday night at the anti-Howe 
Republican meeting in the Twenty- 
eighth Ward, at Hamilton and Maple 
avenues. Circuit Attorney Sager, ex- 
Judge Selden P. Spencer, Dr. Max 
Starkloff and others are the advertised 
speakers. 

Sager has not declared himself on the 
s-cent street car fare, but it would not 
Surprise the leaders if he comes out 
strongly in favor of it early in the 
campaign. 

Those Rig Dividends. 

A leader-.of the anti-Howe movement, 
Who requested that his name be not 
used, said: ‘‘Just as sure as we carry 
a majority of the delegates the con- 
vention will go on record as favoring 
a 3-cent fare and 80-cent gas. The 
North American Co., which controls the 
public utilities of St. Louis, is receiving 
enormous dividends on the watered 
Stock of the United Railways Co. and 
reaping a harvest from its gas plants. 

“The street railway company has been 
given every advantage that a _ public 
service corporation could possibly ask, 
and in return for this favor, has given 
the people a miserable service. I think 
it is time to put the issue squarely up 
to the people on a “3-cent carfare 
platform and give the long-suffering 
public an opportunity to strike back at 
this $90.000,000 corporation. 

“A 8-cent fare is _ feasible and 
practical, and so is &-cent gas. The 
leaders of the anti-ttowe movement are 
getting together on these issues and 
will put them up to the convention for 
action, 

Wilson. who its making the campaign 
in the Twenty-seventh on these issues, 
is a young lawyer. There has been much 
agitation of the elevated railroad in the 
Twerty-seventh Ward, and the improve 
ment association, of which William 
Sacks is president, has gone on record

Mrs. Mary Holladay, one of the rich- 
est women in St. Louis, and until re- 
eently the only woman railroad presi- 
dent west of the Mississippi River, 
might have lost her $100,000 home at 


6138 Washington boulevard by fire if she 
hadn't been born and reared in the 
country. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter she said 
Saturday: 

“Before I came to St. Louis from 
Greenville, Mo., ‘a yvear ago I always 
kept a revolver on my bedroom mantel.

This rural habit caused Mrs. Holladay 
to open her bedroom window and fire 
five shots in the air when. she discov- 
ered that there was a fire in the room 
of one of her servants .on the third 
floor.

The fire was quickly extinguished, but 
Mrs. Holladay says that the furnishings 
of her home were damaged about $30,000. 

Mrs. Holladay came to St. Louis laSt 
September, and is said to have received 
$1,000,000 in cash for her interest in the 
Williamsville & Greenville Railroad and 
the Holladay-Klotz Lumber Co. She was 
president of both these corporations for 
several years after the death of her 
husband, Hiram M. Holladay.

He 
is as surely marked as if his name and 
pedigree were branded upon his fore- 
head. 

“Then there is the second purpose for 
vwehich it may be used, which strikes at 
the home and the workman Who has 
passed his prime. The company will be 
able to determine who are the healthi- 
est, strongest men, those capablp of per- 
forming the greatest amount of work.

GHETTO LOSES ITS JUDGE 
“ORACLE AND BENEFACTOR 
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Founded Free Loan Bureau and 
Society to Promote Rus- 
sian Emigration, 

{E iooking glasses are shrouded 
and the stockinged feet of the 
mourners go silently about the 
house at J713 North Seventh street, 
where the “Father of the Ghetto” died. 

Ten men of other kindred will come 
every morning and evening of 30 days to 
Offer prayers in memory of Solomon 
Weisman, patriarch and arbiter of the 
orthodux Jewish colony, who was laid 
a4awiy last Thursday with the circum- 
Stance of an Israelitish king. 

A vessel of water and a folded nap- 
Kin are in his accustomed place, and 
a tight must be kept burning on his 
tabie elght days. The garments of th: 
family, which were rent at the grave, 
may not be mended for one month, nor 
will the women be seated on chairs un- 
tll the dead shall have been buried eight 
days, 

These things are done according to 
the law of the phophets. They signify 
to the peonle of the “‘Ghetto” that the 
adjudicator of their differences, and the 
founder of nearly every beneficence that 
has raised their condition, has been) 
Wrapped in his talas for the last time. 
Yet his work has been done like a good 
ard fait h‘uwl servant. 

In the large sense, he was a father ta 
his people. Within the sphere that fell 
to his lot, he wrought the humanities 
that distinguished Sir Moses Montefiore. 
What he thought and did has become 
the heritace of thousands of refugees 
from political oppression in Russia, Po- 
land, Roumania and Hungary, whose 
habitat is that district stretching from 
the Levee toiFourteenth street and lying 
belty.cen Cass and Lucas avenues. 

Although the founder of nearly every 
“Ghetto’’ society which has an altruis- 
tic motive, what he accomplished in 
that reenect will probably be forgotten 
so ner than his extraordinary career as 
the counselor of his brethren. 

His Living Room a Court, 

No one can safely estimate the num- 
ber of cases of business and domestic 
disagreement wherein he was selected 
as mediator. His son, Joseph, says that 
the disputes he _ settled outside’ the 
courts must have run well into a thou- 
sand. Often there were two and three 
2 day. All the testimony of more than 
15 years was offered in the little front 
room of the house where he lived and 
died. Everything, from the neighborly 
quarrel to a dissolution of partnership, 
was brought to him. Common faith in 
the wisdom of his judgments made them 
final. Joseph Weisman says that if his 
father foresaw any inclination not to 
abide by the decision a forfeit in money 
would be exacted before he passed on 
the isscic. . 

A reputation for learning added au- 
thority to the esteem in which he was 
held, That he was at least deeply 
versed in rabbinical lore seems borne 
Out by an extensive library of Talmudic 
literature, printed in the pure Hebrew 
tongue. Joseph Weisman says that he 
spent a lifetime reading these musty 

. Volumes, which fill several cases. Many 
of them appear to be exceedingly rare. 
Most cf them were brouglit by him from 
Zitomar, Russia, the place of his birth, 
from eiich he became.a voluntary exile 
ov years ago. 

Joseph remembers having heard his 
father say that many of his books were 
unknown in this country. They are 
bound in antique sheenskin’§ covers 
l’'rebably fifty books of accounts, kept

Every entry is in 
liebrew, written just benéath each line, 
instead of upon it, as in English. The 
figures are English numerals. ‘The ab- 
sence of any erasure indicates a. me- 
thedical mind. 

Steeped in this bookish atmosphere 
and master of the pen, Weisman ap- 
peared a Solomon to the simple people 
who shrank from the unfamiliarities 
of. American courts. In*the whole col- 
ony there was no one else to whom they 
could take their human knots for disen- 
tanglement, feeling sure of understand- 
ing what the judgment meant. In the 
words of his son and constant com- 
panion, their people held the courts in 
awe because of -their likeness to the 
majesty of Russian despotism. Weis- 
man thus naturally became the pole star 
of their existence. 


Had Known Tolstol. 


Since from his own lips had come the 
statement that he had known Tolstoi, 
some of the awe for government was 
transferred to Weisman’'s unelective au- 
thority. Joseph Weisman says that his 
father taught his neighbors to accept 
firbitration, a fundamental principle of 
Tolstoi and one which caused the St. 
Louis humanitarian to revere the Rus- 
Sian thinker. 

Among the 
cent works of Weisman 
founding of a number of 
Jewish societies that show a broad 
Sympathy with the needs of the hu- 
man family. - 

The Jewish Free Loan and Aid Soci- 
ety was started by him about two 
years ago. It has 900 members, who 
pay 5 cents a week into its commu- 
nity fund. Money is loaned without 
interest and without security to Jews 
of the Ghetto. Payments are made on 
honor. Weisman’s idea, according to 
Joseph Weisman, was to keep Jewish 
workmen from falling into the hands 
of the usurious money lender. Em- 
ployment is provided newcomers. Its 
Officers serve without salary. 

“About six years ago my _ §$ father 
planned and founded the :almud Torah, 
a Jewish free school for the teaching 
of pure Hebrew to our children,” said 
Joseph Weisman. “Six teachers were 
brought from Russia to St. Louis. The 
enrollment is now about 200. Father's 
reason for this organization was. to 
make a distinction b. ween the Yiddish 
corruption of our tongue and the unde- 
filed Hebrew spoken by the ancient Is- 
raelites. The minds of the young are 
trained to preserve the traditions of 
our race in this manner. 


Held to Ancient Faith.

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THE NEW CHARTER PLAN. 

The hearing on the proposal to elect thirteen free- 
holders to frame a new charter brought out some 
sirong reasons why the present charter should be 
revised. 

No one will gainsay the statement of Comptroller 
Player and others who opposed the new charter 
that the present one was a model of its kind and 
“has served the city well, But,'on the other hand, it 
cannot be denied that-good as the charter was tor 
the needs it was designed to meet, it is antiquated 
and does not fit the needs of the greater St. Louis 
of today. 

We need a new concentration of responsibility, 
with a clearer definition of the responsibilities and 
powers of each department. There ought to be a 
department for the control of public utilities, If 
the city is to obtain home rule in the police mat- 
ters it is necessary to have a plan of police organi- 
zation corporated in the charter. A reorganization of 
the municipal hospitals and eleemosynary institu- 
tions and the proposed contro] of hospitals by the 
Board of Health should be provided for in the new 
charter. 

At many points the present charter could be im- 
proved to meet the needs of the growing city. It 
has to be amended every time aty extraordinary 
problem presents itself. ‘The good features of the 
old charter need not be sacrificed. 

After all, there is no danger to the people in the 
revision of the charter. The voters must clect the 
freeholders and must adopt the instrument which 
the freeholders recommend. If the interests of the 
people are not fully protected in the proposed re- 
vision they can reject it.

St. Louis is now the Mecca for busi- 
ness women. Married and single, the 
city is full of them. During the week 
they have come here in droves from al! 
parts of the West and Southwest. Mos. 
of them are unattended and a number 
were never in the city before, but they 
get around among the wholesale 
houses, the hotels where traveling sales- 
men are displaying their sampies and 
the retail stores with no more confusion 
than would attend similar visits by 
men. Salesmen say that they drive 
cioser bargains than does the average 
man. 

The large number of women now vis- 
iting the city on business is indicated 
by the fact that Friday alone 47 regis- 
tered at the headquarters of the Inter- 
state Merchants’ Association in the 
Century Building. Many are here who 
did not register. Of those who inscribed 
their names on the associations books, 
15 were married and 32 single.

“When a womai comes into our place 
we know that she is there for business 
and that she wants to get through with 
it and get back to her home as soon as 
possible,’’ said a wholesale dry goods 
salesman Friday. “But at that she 
cannot be hurried, nor ean she be. in- 
duced to take something that she does 
not want, 

“Women make better buyers than 
men, and the stocks which they = pur- 
chase and have sent to their homes are 
more salable than those bought by men. 
This is especially true in the dry goods 
and millinery lines. 

Women Know Women’s Needs. 

‘Women keep informed with regard to 


styles, and no one knows better than a 
woman what other women will buy and 
what they will reject. So, when a wom- 
an lays in a stock, the chances are ten 
to one that it will be cleaned up dur- 
ing the season for which it was intend- 
ed, and that the shelves will be bare 
and ready to be stocked with fresh 
goods when the next season is at hand. 
“Country merchants are coming to 
realize this fact, and are sending their 
wives and daughters to market instead 
of coming themselves. Besides, it is 
a big saving to them. The woman buy- 
er attends strictly to business. As soon 
as she gets off the train, she Makes a 
bee line for the house with which she 
trades. With her there is no such thing 
as ‘seeing the town,’ which is quite a 
saving. When she has completed her 
purchases she takes the next train 
home, and nothing more is seen of her 
until the stock needs replenishing. 
“Show a woman a piece of cloth and 
tell her that it is all wool, and it be- 
hooves the salesman to be certain that 
he is right. If he is not, she will pull 
out one of the threads, give him a with- 
ering look and that will make him wish 
that he had never been born, and then 
say: ‘Be kind enough to show me some 
woollen material.’ ’”’ 
The women buyers in St: Loufs at the 
present time are not confining them- 
selves to the purchase of women's 
goods, Boots and shoes, farm machin- 
ery, groteries, electrical supplies, hard- 
ware, and in fact, almost everything 
that can be found in country stores are 
ainong the commodities which they 
seek.
